WASHING FLANNELS. 


Home washed’ flannels are nice and 
last longer when one knows how to 
do the washing. 

The chief points to remember are 
that flannels must not be put into 
either hot or cold water, they must not 
be dried too quickly nor yet be allowed 
to hang about a long time wet; ani 
to preserve the color and texture of 
the wool no alkalies should be used. 

Take a quarter of a pound of soap, 
shred it very finely and put it into an 
enameled saucepan; cover it with one 
pint of cold water, bring it slowly to a 
boil and when all the soap is dissolvea 
it is rea*‘y for usa. This is suffi- 
ent to lather two or three gallons of 
water, 

If flannels are very dirty, they re- 
quire two washing waters, the temper- 
ature of which should not be above 
90 degrees Fahrenheit. Pour some of 
the dissolve + soap into the warm water 
and by briskly moving the hand about 
it makes a nice lather. 

Put the flannel into this lather and 
squeeze and press it through the hands 
(but do not rub it, as this hardens it), 
squeezing it on the right side in the 
first water and on the wrong side in 
the second. White and light colored 
flannels should be washed first, and 
then the colored ones, 

After thoroughly washing the flan- 
nels, rinse them in warm water, and if 
the water is hard, a teaspoonfull of 
ammonia to every four gallons of 
water willl soften it antl make the 
flannels soft and nice. 

Ammon‘a, must not however, be used 
for colored flanne!s, for it will draw out 
tne ye; if the water is very hard, 
soften it with a light lather of soap 
and a littie salt can be used to fix the 
color, 

All flannels must be freed thoroughly 
from water before attempting to dry 
them; not. by wringing, but either by 
passing them several times through a 
or by twisting them in a dry towell. 

Give the garments a gooi shake tc 
raise the nap before hanging up to dry, 
and a shake now and then in the pro- 
cess of drying helps to keep them fluffy 
while knitted and woven’ garments 
want turning and pulling into shape. 
Iron only very fine flannels, and then 
with a cool iron; they cannot be @amp- 
ened before ironing, but a slightly 
damp cloth may be laid over them be- 
fore ironing, and the seams’of the knit- 
ted garment lie much flatter if treated 
this way.

tions, were conducted over the beauti- 
ful winding road through some of the 
most lovely scenery in Massachusetts. 
The ascent of the ‘hill, on the top of 
which the resi°ence is situated, was 
made easy by the gentle inclination of 
the driveway, which follows a devious 
Path through rare trees and sarubs 
with which the only fault that could 
be found was that they grew too pro- 
fusely' and luxuriously, owing to the 
higth cultivation of the soil and tie 
lavish han? with which they had been 
planted, there probably having been lit- 
tle expectation that in a few sori 
years they wouli be crowding each 
Other at the expense of their future 
welfare and artistic effect. After en- 
joying the magnificent spectacle that 
is afforded by the grand landscape, as 
seen by the vine-covered terraces of 
the house, a visit was made to the ex- 
tensive grounds of which the massive 
granite mansion is the central .figure 
This was not the first official visit paii 
by the committee, and although tie 
last one was less than a year ago, a 
vast improvement was seen on every 
hand. The candle pines and the great 
collection of spruces had taken On more 
symmetry, if possible, and the Japan- 
ese maples, which have not their equal 
in Massachusetts, were even more re- 
markable for the richness of their fol- 
iage. And this applies to the entire 
collection of trees. There are about 40 
acres in the estate in the highest state 
of cultivation, and there is not a shrub 
or flower that does not show the high- 
est fertilization. Toe miniature lake 
in the midst of the grounds is sur- 
rounted by a wealth of plants such as 
azulatias, helianthus, cannas and na- 
tive asters. The new bowling green 
the first to be laid out in New England 
for playing the English game of bowls 
is surrounded by a wall 220 feet long 
skirted by beds of flowers and shrubs 
Around this is a gravel walk 40 yard4 
widey hard as a board. Here is to ba 
erected a circular tea house 30 feet in 
Gjameter, on plans that have for one 
of their main objects the enhancing of 
the beauty of the landscape. Ten acres 
of the grounds have been devoted to a 
deer park, in which a beautiful and 
thrifty herd has its home. The heavy 
antlered monarch of the park is just 
now dividing the honors with twin 
fawns only four weeks old, spotte i like 
a leopard. A room of the deer house 
has been set aside as a museum of 
antlers, where those shed by the bucks 
are carefully preserved. The collection 
has already reached large proportions, 

Indeed, everything on the estate is on 
a magnificent scale, the mast from 
which the American flag flies at an al- 
titu’e from the lawn of 127 feet, being 
nearly two feet in diameter. The old 
Methuen race track, which is npw a 
part of the estate, has been converted 
into a magnificent driveway, and the 
handsome horses which comprise the 
large stud maintained by Mr. Tenney, 
although probably not so speedy as 
those which used to afford amusement 
to the patrons of the turf, excel them 
in beauty of form and action when out 
for exercise on this fine piece of road. 
In entertaining his guests Mr. Tenney 
was gracefully assiste1 by his wife 
who spared no efforts in adding to the 
generous hospitality of her husband. 
After dinner had been served in tie 
sumptuously furnished dining hall, a 
smoke talk was in ‘ulged in on tha 
piazzas, where agriculture, horticulture 
and floriculture were the themes. The 
return trip to Boston was made in the 
dusk of the evening after a delightful 
drive to North Lawrence, where the 
train was taken.—Boston Transcr'pt.

Result of the Senatorial Fight Not 
Pleasing to Methuenites. 


The Republican Fifth senatorial dis- 


trict convention was held Wedne:day 
afternoon in the common council cham- 
ber at city ‘hall.

Whole number of delegates 47, includ- 
ing 30 from Lawrence, one f.om Box- 
ford, six from Methuen’ four from 
North Andover, one from Topsfield, five 
from.Andover. John H. George of Me- 
thuen was given a seat without his 
credential. 

' The temporary organization was then 
mace permanent. 

Chairman Webster sald: ‘This con- 
vention has a specific purpuse and it 
should take bu: a short t me to trans- 
act the business. I understand that 
there are but two names before it. I 
have a personal acquaintance wita both 
of these young men and feel that which 
ever one is nominated will represent 
the district with credit.””. We will now 
proceed to business.” 

On motion of John Ashton a commit- 
tee of five to count ballots was ap- 
pointed. The.chair appointed the same 
men as servei on the committee «.n cre- 
dentials with the substitution of John 
Ashton in the place of Luke Mills. 

E. H. Humphries moved that the con- 
vention proceed to ballot. 

John H. George of Methuen said he 
was Opposed to such procedure as he 
had expected to have nominations made 
first. Herdesired to make some re- 
marks after such a nomination he sail, 
“Methuen has a grievance,” he declare | 
“and wants to gs ate it. I hope I wll 
have a chance to say what I want to 
after a nomination is made.” 

Chairman Webster said the delegate 
would certainly have the p.ivilege to 
speak, 

The motion to proceed to ballot was 
earried by a vote of 27 to 15. 

Z. T. Merrill of Lawrence moved that 
before the balloting proceed ,any del-- 
gate be given the privilege of speaking 
in regard to the canditates. 

August Stieglar said he coull see 
nothing for the convention to do but 
nominate Mr. Frost, whose career he 
lauded at length. 

John H. George said: ‘For 37 years 
Methuen has had but one representa- 
tion in the Senate. A year ago I drop- 
ped the hint that Methuen should have 
the nomination this year and from 
what was said at the time I certainly 
expected that we would have our rights 
We are here in the interests of party 
harmony. Now you know that you 
can’t elect a senator from Lawrence 
without the vote of Methuen. Why 
ean’t you allow us to have our rights. 
I understand that the man who is to be 
nominated today says: ‘Oh, pshaw, 
Methuen has nothing to say about thl3.’ 
In his eye they haven’t. You wait 
and see. We have resolutions of pro- 
test signed by hundreds of Methuen Re- 
publicans.” 

Alfred Newsholme then presented the 
protest which he said was signed by 
nearly every reputable Repub ‘ican in 
Methuen. The statement. 

Mr. Newsholme said that Mr. Frost 
promised last year to be a delegate 
for Mr. Frederick this year. He had 
been told so, he declared, by men who 
heard the statement made. “I do nut 
under the circumstances think that Mr 
Frost is a suitable man for the office,” 
said Mr. Newsholme in conclusion. 

Mr. Stiegler said that he realized 
Methuen’s grievance, but said there 
was no other thing to do but nominate 
Mr. Frost as the caucuses gave hiin 
a majority of the delegates.

‘Drop 
this talk, I say, and get together.”

Winter thunder is considered 
throughout Europe to be of very ill 
omen. But April thunder is considered 
to be very beneficial. In Devonshire 
and other cider counties of England 
there is a saying that “when it thun- 
ders in April you must clean up the 
barrels’—in readiness, that is, for a 
plentiful crop of apples. The French 
consider April thuncer to be indicative 
of a good yield from their vineyards 
and. cornfields. 

The wine crisis in Portugal becomes 
more and more serious. The quantity 
of wine now stored in cellars is es- 
timated at more than 132,000,000 gallons 
which leaves no room for the storage of 
this year’s exceptionally large harvest. 
Some producers are asking the gov- 
ernment to favor the distillation of a 
part of the enormous stock and to in- 
terict, temporarily, the entry of the 
cereal alcohols from the Azores. 

There is a curious combination tree 
in West Stockbridge, Mass. It is prim- 
arily a maple, which measures, a foot 
from the ground, 12 feet 3 inches in 
cireumbference. Fifteen feet from the 
ground there are one or two birch 
limbs growing, and higher up are cur- 
rent and raspberry bushes which bear 
fruit each year. 

The famous leaning tower of Pisa 
has a rival in the Temple tower of 
Bristol,.in England. It is a square 
tower of early Gothic architecture, AT 
its parts stil! preserve their normal 
relative position without cracks or 
fissures. The tower, which is about 115 
feet high, is five feet out of perpen- 
dicular at the summit. : 

For every man, woman and child in 
this country there is an average of 
two farm animals. There are about 
40,000,000 each of sheep and swine, 
about 45,000,000 cows and other cattle, 
and about 16,000,000 horses and’ mules. 

The largest wrought iron pillar is at 
Defhi in India. It is 60 feet high and 
weighs 17 tons. 

Sugar exists not only in cane, beet- 
root and maple, but in the sap of 137 
other plants and trees. 

The Swiss military authorities have 
determined that next year the train- 
ing of military balloonists shall be 
systematically taken in hand. The first 
balloon company to be formed is to 
consist of eight officers, 32 soncommis- 
sioned officers, 161 privates and on es- 
tablishtment of nine riding and 99 draft 
horses, with 28 vehicles. 

A long list could be given of explo- 
sives and varieties of gunpowder that 
have been made from sawdust. In 
some the sawdust is used as an absor- 
bent, as with nitroglycerine, in others 
as a filler, while in still others it Is con- 
verted {into forms of pyroxiline. By 
heating sawdust with caustic alkali 
and sulphur a brown dye is obtained 
which is cheap and fast, resisting both 
acids and alkalies, and dyeing cotton 
without a mordant. By heating saw- 
dust with caustic alkall, oxalic acid Is 
formed. A large amount of the oxalle 
acid on the market is made ‘by this 
Process,

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The es ‘of thé Guild,’ as “stiqwit in 
the condensed «statement published 
elsewhere, contains a féw very signifi- 
cant words which should’ be brought 
to public notice more prominently than 
they are in the statement referred to, 
“The treasurer also reported 
that the subscriptions for the sup- 
port of the general work of the 
guild during the year amounted to 
$215.; and that a tendency to fall- 
ing off in the supscriptions had 
been showing itself for some years.” 


This is not good reading for the 
friends of this important factor in And- 
over life. It reads too much like the 


usual story of a lessening inferest in all 
things charitable and religious, to 
please the hundreds of citizens who 
have watched the Guild grow from a 
small beginning to its present com- 
manding position as the. central force 
in Andover for the promotion and _ad- 
vancement of many forms of social im- 
provement. It has not been easy for 
the Guild to reach this position. Mary 
citizens were not in sympathy, with its 
aims when it’ was established, and an 
interest in its work was not easily 
aroused. But the growth in public 
favor has been constant and gratifying 
from the outset, if there is left out of 
consideration the — particular phase 
which is now disturbing the directors, 
and the work has expanded and de- 
veloped to a remarkable degree. The 
work has always been handicapped by 
lack of funds and now comes the state- 
ment that there is a tendency toward a 
“falling off? from what was already too 
little for the organization’s complete 
work. 

The public should arouse itself to 
keep this work up to its present  im- 
portant place. A score or more of the 
town's most earnest men and women 
are giving of their personal time and 
strength to keep the different branches 
of the work in active operation, and 
many more are already liberal sup- 
porters through their money. But the 


work demands larger interest among 
workers, and yastly larger gifts of 


money from hundreds who have never 
yet been interested, if it is to continue 
to goon and do all that is clearly set 
for it to do in our town, 

The forthcoming report. and appeal 
of the Guild directors will be given a 
wide circulation, and we cannot urge too 
strongly that it merits an equally wide 
response. A thousand gifts of a dollar 
each, with the personal interest behind 
each one, means a great deal more 
than a hundred gifts of ten dollars 
each. The Andover Guild is eminently 
worthy of most generous support.

‘rhe case committee reported that 
three cases of sickness had been aided, 
one attendant having been provided for 
six weeks at the Guild’s expense. Four 
calls for nurses had been received, 
which could not be filled. Clothing had 
been furnished to six families. The 
emergency closet had been of much use 
to the physicians of the town and others, 
and its crutches and wheel chair had 
been sent out several times on Joan. = It 
was voted that a clothing sale be held 
later in the season; and plans were 
made for the cooking class, the kitchen 
garden, the sewing school, the dolls 
class, and the girls’ club. 

The annual meeting of the’ Guild for 
the choice of officers for the ensuing 
year, will be held in the Guild house, 
Tuesday, Oct. 8, at 8 o’clock. All mem- 
bers of the society, and all persons in- 
terested, are invited to be present.

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~ BOLD FOUND 


Story That Local Man Found Some on 
His Farm in Circulation, 


Last evening’s Lawrence Telegram 
published a story in relation to an al. 
leged discovery Of quartz with evidences 
of gold therein, which had been found 
on a farm on the outskirts of Andover 
by a local business man whose relatives 
own the property. The man in ques- 
tion calls the whole thing a fake, but it 
is said that he has been making an in- 
vestigation and has shown specimens of 
what have the appearance of being gold 
bearing quartz. 

The story from the Telegram is given 
below, and may be taken for what it is 
worth: f 

Andover has long been famed for 
her schools, but a discovery made by 
one of her best known citizens bids 
fair to make the town noted for its 
gold mines.

ry, as husband and wife were alone at 
home when the rasa act was com- 
mitted. 

Mr. Robinson ma e a full statement 


of the matter to the po.ice an. there 
has nothing been l.arned today to ¢on- 
trovert his version of the shooting. He 
summoned a physician after the snooi- 
ing, notified the poi.e, went af er his 
wife’s mother and conducted himself 
throughout in a manner wnh.ch the po- 
lice consider consistént with inno- 
cence. 

The shooting took place at Mr. Rop- 
inson’s home, 322 Pro-pect street aboul 
9.45 p. m., but Mrs. Robinson lived un- 
til morning. Sre was unconscious, ho ies 
ever, so that no statement cou-d be 6b- 
tained from her. 

Mr. Robinson's statement, wh.ca: was 
“maserto- the-pplice Monday—nighty. Was 
as follows!” depei* 4 
»> *Today..I went to. Bosion, I returned 
‘early in @tie. Bvening: and’ disgovered 
that my wife had been away from the 
store some hours during tre afternoon. 
I scolded her and she took offence. I 
went home shortly afterward ani re- 
tired at 7.30 o’clock. 

“I do not remember how long I was 
in bed when some one rang the door- 
bell. I did not get up at once and the 
bell rang again. I then dressed and 
went to the coor but found no one 
there. 

“The lady up stairs told me that 
somebody came from Mueller’s drug 
store. I went back to bed. 

“My wife returned home at 9.30 
o'clock and asked me why I did not 
answer the telephone at the drug store 
I told her that I did not know that 
I was wanted. I said that if the mes- 
senger had waited until I dressed my- 
self and got to the door then I would 
have answered it. She retorted that 
the next time she telephoned I would 
answer. 

“IT told ‘her that I did not ask her to 
telephone. I then went and lit my pips 
and smoked in the kitchen while my 
wife went into her bedroom and un- 
dressed. 

“Some 10 or 15 minutes later she re- 
turned attire? in her night gown. Shs 
came into the kitchen with a pistol in 
her hand. 

“She has asked me how it worked 
saying that she was going to shoot 
herself. Before I could prevent it she 
placed the muzzle of the pistol to hez 
right temp’e and fired.” 

The bullet had entered the temple 
and Mrs. Robinson fell prostrate on 
the floor. Mr. Robinson summonei Dr 
Eidam and the police. The physician 
did all in his power to save the wo- 
man’s life but it was soon evident that 
ceath was inevitable. 

Mr. Robinson's) aged mother was 
asleep in the house but she heard noth- 
ing the affair, not even the shot, and 
the neighbors say they heard nothing 
unusual, 

The weapon used was an Oli-fash- 
ioned 22-calibre cartridge pistol which 
Mr. Robinson had owned many years 
but which had not been fired for a long 
time. He had placed it in a drawer and 
he says he hai no idea it was loaded. 

The body was removed to the uncer- 
taking rooms of John Breen Tuesday 
morning and an autopsy ‘held by Medi- 
cal Examiner Howe.
